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POLITICAL. 


The Hindustant (Lucknow), of the 28rd October, says that 
Burmese affairs are becoming more 
and more serious every day, and that a 
war is imminent. But the public is stlllin the dark as to the 
causes that have brought about the crisis. The Bombay- 
Burma Trading Company affair is not by itself of sufficient 
importance to call for active interference. The company was 
not established with the permission of the Government of 
India. An ultimatum has been sent to King Theebaw, and 
an expeditionary force is already being organised. It has 
been proposed to depose the king and annex his territory. 
He is also busy making military preparations, and it is feared 
that he may massacre all the Europeansat Mandalay. His vigo- 

rous preparations will be regarded with surprise. The French 

assurances of neutrality cannot be quite depended upon, 

inasmuch as a treaty was concluded between Theebaw and 

the French Government only the other day. Mven if he 

receives only secret aid from the French Government the 


Burmese embroglio.

ly believed that the policy of annexation had been buried with 
Lord Dalhousie, but the greed of acquiring new possessions 
is still- alive. Until‘fuller particulars are published by Govern- 
ment, it is difficult to speak about the Burma question. 
However, the Hindustdnf cannot possibly bring itself to 
approve of the proposal to annex Burma. If the Burmese 
embroglio leads to a war with France, and if Russia seizes 
the opportunity to revive the frontier difficulty, the British 
Govertiment will be placed in a very delicate position. A 
temporary settlement of the Central Asian difficulty has been 
obained at an expense of several millions sterling, and it 
remains to be seen what heavy sacrifices of men and money 
the Burma quarrel will involve. 


The Oudh Akhbar (Lucknow), of the 24th October, observes 
that Lord Salisbury has publicly 
declared that the Home Government 
has left the Burma question to the discretion of the Govern- 
ment of India. Lord Dufferin does not mean to act with 
undue haste, but is proceeding with caution, His Lordship 
has sent an ultimatum to Mandalay. The French Govern. 
ment, whose aid was counted upon by Theebaw, has declured 
that it has nothing todo with Burma, and even disowns the 
commercial treaty which was lately concluded. It may be 
‘hoped that when he comes to know of the change of front on 
the part of the French Government, he will be brought to his 
senses and accede to the wishes of the British Government, 
which only desires the re-establishment of free trade in his 
kingdom. The preparations made by the Government of 
India for the immediate despatch of an expedition to Burma, 
in spite of the Central Asian complications, will convince him 
that he had under-rated its power,

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advised in picking a quarrel with the British Government. He 
should expect no aid from France in the event of an outbreak 
of hostilities. That country would not care to go to war with 

the British Government for his sake, especially as the French 

Ministry which concluded a treaty with him is not now in 

office. Moreover, he should remember that the British Gov- 

ernment is not at present engaged in difficulties elsewhere 

and has its hands entirely free. The London Times and 

other leading English newspapers recommend the annexa- 

tionof Burma. Lord Dufferin has hardly settled the Central 

Asian question when he has been obliged to attend to Bur-. 
mese affairs. The question is whether foreign politics will 
continne to engage his attention during his whole tenure of 
office, or whether he will find time to do some good to the 

native population. 


The Koh-i-Nér (Lahore), of the 24th October, states 
that the Government of India has 
long treated Theebaw with’ lenience. 

But his attitude towards it still continues to be hostile, and 
he has even begun to intrigue with France. Hence it has 
been obliged to send him an ultimatum, and will soon send 
an expedition to Burma if a satisfactory reply is not received. 
Theebaw is also busy with military preparations, but he labours 
under a great hallucination if he considers himself a match 
for the British Government.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


A correspondent of the Oudh Akhbdr (Lucknow), of the 
aiid ic la 22nd October, quotes the comments 
Western Provinces and made by the Lahore Tribune, of the 
Oudh. 3rd idem, regarding the transfer, the 
grant of leave, and the mode of addressing Tahsildars in official 
correspondence in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
and observes that the Local Government should take the sub- 
ject into consideration. Transfers of Tahsildférs within the 
district rest with the Collector and within the Division with

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the Commissioner. The result of this is that Tahsildars, as a 
rule, pass the whole of their service in the same district, or at 
all events, in the same Division. This state of things is open 
to several objections. Tahsidars are unable to gain that 
amount of knowledge and experience which they would gain by 
serving under different officers and in different parts of the 
province. The Local Government and the Board of Revenue 
are obliged to judge of the ability of a Tahsildér by the 
reports of a very limited number of officers. Some Tahsildars 
always enjoy the advantages of good climate, while others 
are relegated to unhealthy places for life. If, like Munsifs 
and Deputy Collectors, the transfers of the officials in 
question were made by the Local Government itself, these 
evils would be avoided. As regards the question of leave, 
the Leave Code is practically a dead-letter, so far as 
Tahsildérs are concerned. The Commissioner grants or 
refuses leave to them, as he pleases. The grant of leave to 
them also should rest with the Local Government. In the 
Panjéb only the Local Government and in the Central Pro- 
vinces only the Local Administration have the power to 
transfer and grant leave to Tahs{ld4rs. The way in which 
Tahsildérs are addressed by other officers in official corres- 
pondence in these provinces is very objectionable. Even 
Assistant Engineers, Assistant District Superintendents of 
Police, and other officers, who are in no way superior to them, 
send them parwdnas, not letters, written in very objectionable 
and impertinent language. Tahs{lddrs are not now ministerial 
officials as in the days of the East India Company, but they 
exercise revenue and criminal powers and are sub-registrars 
and presidents of local boards. In short, a Tahsildér is the 


head of the administration in the pargana as a Collector is in 
the district.

riage tax next year, observes that 
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provision must no doubt be made somehow or other for the cost 
of 7,000 new troops which it has been decided to enlist. But 
as natives can hardly afford to bear any addition to their bur- 
dens, the Government of India should make it a point to cut 
down public expenditure as much as possible before resorting to 
increased taxation. New enlistments should consist entirely 
of natives, because one European soldier costs more than twelve 
native soldiers do. The offices of District Superintendents of 
Police, Joint Magistrates, and Assistant Collectors should 
be abolished, and their work should be transferred to 
Deputy Collectors, who should be increased. A Deputy 
Collector can do the work of a District Superintendent of 
Police very well under the sapervision of the District Magis- 
trate, and it was found on enquiry in Sir George Couper’s 
time that a Deputy Collector does more work than a Joint 
Magistrate or an Assistant Collector. There is no necessity 
for a Civil Surgeon in every district. Assistant Surgeons 
should be placed in medical charge of districts, but one Civil 
Surgeon may be also attached to every three districts, to look 
after the work of Assistant Surgeons. If these and other 
such economical measures were adopted, a material saving 
would be effected. The Aftdb-i- Alamtdb, Lahore, of the 19th 
October, protests against an increase Of taxation, and remarks 
that, as it is, the people are hard-pressed by their burdens.)

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to stop all music while passing through the street situated 
between the house of one Habib Ali and the Tahsildar’s office, 
on the 7th and 8th day of the Muharram. Hinds did not 
object to this restriction. But Mr. Fisher soon modified his 
orders and forbade all music with the Ram-lila processions in 
that street throughout the Muharram. MHindts were natur- 
ally dissatisfied with this entire prohibition of music and were 
reluctant to hold the Ram-lila atall. Babu Ban&rsi Das, Gu- 
shain Gopi Nath, and some other respectable Hindus went to 
Agra to appeal to the Commissioner ; but, as he was at Farukh- 
abad at the time, they addressed him on the subject by tele- 
graph. Meanwhile, Mr. Fisher issued summonses on the 11th 
October against twenty-one Hindus under section 107 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code, requiring them to appear before 
Mr. Holms, Joint Magistrate, and give securities for Rs. 500 
each to keep the peace during the Muharram.. The Joint 
Magistrate heard the case on the fixed day, and the Tahsildar 
and the Sub-Inspector of Police in charge of the city police- 
station, who are both Musalmans, took a prominent part in the 
proceedings. The Tahsild&r took his seat near the Joint Ma- 
gistrate on the bench, and the Sub-Inspector, who was the first 
witness called by the prosecution, gave his evidence in such a 
way as if he were an intimate friend of Mr. Holms. Some 
persons were ordered to give securities and others were exempt- 
ed. The Joint Magistrate issued a warrant of arrest against 
Babu Banarsi Das owing to his non-attendance, although he 
was told that he had gone to Agra, as stated above. Next day 
the Babu voluntarily appeared before the Joint Magistrate 
in Court at 10 a.m., but the Sub-Inspector of Police induced 
him to come out of Court and then arrested him! He was 
made to march bare-footed through central streets to the 
police-station, and there put into the lock-up for some time ! 
Ho was not allowed to drive nor even to wear shoes! He 
is 8 rich man, and good certificates have been granted to 
him by the ex-King of Oudh and Government; but he was 
unjustly subjected to such dishonour by the Sub-Inspector of 

Police! The Commissioner went to Etawah on the morning
